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CHURCH AND STATE 
NEAR NEW AGCORD 


Pope, Cardinal Pacelli 
and Von Papen Resume 
Conversations. 


VATICAN CITY, April 12.—(?)— 
A concordat between the Vatican and 
Germany will result from conversa- 
tions which are being held by Pope 
Pius XI, Cardinal Pacelli, papal sec 
retary of state, and Vice Chancellor 
Franz Von Papen, prelates said to- 
day. 

This agreement would embody the 
three existing concordats between the 
Vatican and Prussia, Bavaria and 
Baden, which were negotiated when 
Cardinal Pacelli was the papel nuncio 
to Germany. 

Prelates said that the agreement 
would be similar to those concluded 
with many other countries—it would 
regulate the affairs of church and 
state—and in no way would it men- 
tion the Hitlerites or the Catholic 
center party in Germany, or enter 
into the political situation in the 
reich. 

The German vice chancellor was re- 
ceived today by the pope in private 
audience. He was accompanied by 
Frau Von Papen and they were ac- 
corded formal honors. 

Captain Hermann Goering, minister 
without portfolio in the Hitler cabi- 
net, had an audience with the pope 
shortly after the Von Papens had 
left. He arrived in an Italian gov- 
ernment automobile, bearing the Hit- 
ler swastika flag. It was the first 
time the German fascist banner offi- 
cially entered Vatican City. 

Another concordat, according to 
Vatican prelates, probably will follow 
a visit to the pope tomorrow by Chan- 
cellor Engelbert Dollfuss, of Austria. 
This agreement has been in negotia- 
tion for a year, the chief difficulty 
being the marriage clause. 

The Austrian chancellor had a long 
conversation this morning with Pre- 
mier Mussolini. In reference to this 
talk, Italian officials emphasized that 
Italy’s attitude toward “anschluss’— 
union of Austria and Germany—was 
not changed by the advent of Chan- 
cellor Hitler. Italy still opposes this 
movement, it was said, as she did 
when she voted against it at The 
Hague, in 1931.

’ TALLAHASSEE, Fla., April 12.) 
(P)—The Florida legislature today ex- 
tended for another two years the 
seven-cent taxon gasoline, thus com- 
pleting action on one of several reve- 
nue-producing measures up for con- 
sideration.

make milk safe for babies, the 
American Physiological Society. was 
told today.

The governor spoke at the noonday 
luncheon of the Rotary Club.

It's a sort of economy measure. | 
this new wrinkle in potato,peeling. by 
machinery, because where it used to 
take three and four men in each com- 
pany all day to knife the hull off. a 
machine peels a day’s supply for a 
whole regiment in an hour. 

“This army certainly ain’t what it 
used to be, no sir,” remarked Ser- 
geant L. B. Rutte, pompous overseer 
of the scientific food-chopping ma- | 
chinery in the big new barracks-of the | 
Twenty-ninth infantry here. | 

“It’s getting so scientific,” he said, | 
‘that even the savings on potato peel- | 
ing has gone up. We used to lose | 
about seven pounds out of every fifty | 
when the boys knifed ’em. Now. with | 
this new-fangled machine, . we only | 
lose about three pounds. 


“I’m afraid, though, these machines 


/ used to be ‘that a bacon ration for an 


are making softies of the boys. No 
potato peeling on K. P.? Shucks, these 
soldiers live the life on a par with 
that Irishman Riley. 

“Jnuat think, potatoes are issued to 
this two battalion, war-strength regi- 
ment, all peeled. It just ain’t army 
life without potato peeling when a 
fellow deserves it.” 

The sergeant pointed with pride to 
another machine that slices meats for 
the outfit. 

“That's a real saver,” he said. “It 


outfit like this would sound like the 
war debt of one of those. foreign coun- 
tries that owes us, using pounds for 
dollars. Today, with this shaver that 
cuts the bacon thin the boys are 
ashamed to eat more than five pieces, | 
although the five won’t have as much 
meat as threé used to.”

HOLLYWOOD IN PERSON

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HOLLYWOOD, Cal., April 12.— 
The battle of the movie moguls goes 
on fiercely behind closed doors.

Health Talks

THE BEST WAY TO BREATHE. 

In a talk about good posture I 
said: “Never try to throw out your 
chest or pull in your .. .’~-you 
fill in the missing word, but be care- 
ful. It must be the right word, the 
word I used, not some word you 
think would express the idea well 
enough. Anterior or front wall of 
the great body cavity is a bit too 
awkward. Abdomen is a bit too 
phemism and misleading. Stomach 
is a barbarous term for it. Belly 
is the only English word that sig- 


nifies precisely what we are talking 
nbout. The essential meaning of the 
term belly is bellows. Everyone 
should learn to use the bellows in 
breathing. I call it belly breathing 
because that is what it is. A dozen 
belly breaths in the natural manner 
once or twice a day will bring a lot 
of relief to a lot of troubles that 
people without much knowledge of 
physiology—that is to say, pretty 
nearly all laymen—seldom associate 
with breathing. 

A gentleman who gives or perhaps 
sells service to organizations, clubs, 
business corporations, asserts that 
success is a matter of pushing out 
your third vest button. For instance, 
if you push out your third vest but- 
ton your sales will surely increase. 
If you let it sag you’re bound to 
be a failure. If you go into confer- 
ence With an executive just keep your 
third vest button pushed out as far | 
as you can and you'll dominate your 
man and gain your objective. Of 
course, if by ill luck he, too, knows 
the secret of success well, so be it, one 
or the other of you is bound to win 
or bust. 

Within limitations I think the 
gentleman is right in a way, though 
he assures me I am wrong. Qh, yes, 
his vast experience in teaching the 
great secrets of success to great busi- 
ness corporations such as (he names 
some great insurance companies and 
the like) has proved that the old 
army game is right—you must draw 
your belly in and up when you stand 
erect. That is reminiscent of the 
comical attitude soldiers in the United 
States army and other armies were 
required to assume at attention. But 
even the United States army authori- | 
ties know better now. 

Study the breathing of an animal 
aftey hard exertion. Study the 
breathing of an athlete. Study the 
breathing of a sleeping pergon or.one. 
under anesthesia. Study. if you ever 
have the opportunity, the breathing 
of a savage. You will find that 
bellows breathing, belly breathing, is 
the most efficient way. 

Never@try to push your belly out. 
On the other hand, never try to keep 
it drawn in or up. Just use it to 
breathe with. Especially if vou find 
it difficult to get to sleep nights, or 
suffer with cold feet, or have high 
blood pressure, or need massage of 
your liver and bile apparatus, or if 
you are too tense and pent up and 
unable to relax, or if you suffer 
with bronchial asthma, emphysema 
or bronchiectasis. Many who prac- 
tice it say it brings relief from ‘‘gas” 
and “indigestion.” Anyway, I know 
it does no harm.

The “beer editor,” answering, was 
informed that “there is some talk go- 
ing around that there won’t be any 
real beer in Atlanta. We have some 
of the new stuff from Kentucky, and 
we want to prove it. If you'll have 
a man meet me, I'll turn some over 
to him.” 

R. E. (Red) Powell, relief police re- 
porter of The Constitution, was in- 
structed by the office to meet the 
mysterious beer possessor, under the 
Decatur street viaduct. Powell kept 
the appointment, and in a few minutes 
an automobile drove by slowly. Some- 
one who kept his face covered handed 
a package out of the window, and the 
car droye on, leaving the package in 
Powell’s hands. Powell turned the 
package in to the office of The Con- 
stitution, and in turn the city editor 
had’ the package delivered to Chief 
Studivant for confiscation. : 

The ritual of confiscation was wit- 
nessed by several officers who had 
business in the chief’s office.

_ Labels Authentic. 

Disputing Chief Poole’s belief were 
apparently genuine labels on two bot- 
tles one dark cream beer and the other 
light lager beer. The lager label, red 
ink on a yellow paper, informed that 
it was “QOertels’, Louisville, Ky.” 
Printed in black in small type were 
the words: “Vol. 12 oz. Does not con- 
tain more than 4 per cent alcohol by 
volume. Internal revenue tax paid.” 
A small label on the neck of the bot- 
tle bore the rhyme, “Same brew since 
92.” The dark beer label. was gold 


on red. 

“It looks like the real stuff,” ob- 
served Chief Sturdivant. 

“I haven’t seen any of that in years 
and years,” remarked one of the on- 
lookers, with what suspiciously re- 
sembled a wetting of the lips. 

“Well, the law is the law, and it 
says this stuff is illegal in Georgia. 
although it’s a dirty shame,” said 
Chief Sturdivant. “I hereby confis- 
cate it. Put it in the safe for the cus- 
todian, and have it follow the usual 
course of confiscation and destruc - 
tion,” he instructed O. H. Pendley, 
secretary of the police department.

| Major Provisions 
Of Shoals Measure 


WASHINGTON. April 12.—(/)— 
The principal provisions of the Norris 
Shoals-Tennessee Valley development 
bill reported to the senate today are: 

Creates Tennessee river authority— 
or board of three directors to admin- 
ister operation of Muscle Shoals for 
the government, 

Directs the board to operate power 
and nitrate plants, to sell surplus 
power, giving preference to govern- 
mental units, and to build transmis- 
sion lines and additional plants and 
dams. 

Direets the construction of Cove 
Creek dam on Clinch river in Tennes- 
see, primarily for flood control and 
navigation purposes, and construction 
of plant and equipment for production 
of secondary power at that site. 

Directs payment to Tennessee and 
Alabama of 5 per cent of the gross 
proceeds from the sale of surplus pow- 
er generated in the two states. 

Authorizes board to conduct fer- 
tilizer production experiments at Mus- 
cle Shoals’ nitrate plants and to co- 
operate with farm units for their 
large-scale use. 

Authorizes all the necessary funds 
for the project, but no specific fig- 
ure. 

Authorizes bond issue to cover cost 
of construction, to be secured by in- 
come from sale of power.

The bill provides that the estimated 
$1,000,000 annual revenue from the 
tax of $1.20 a barrel be divided three 
ways—one-third to the state for school 
purposes, one-third to the counties 
equally and one-third to the cities on 
a population basis. 

Beer may be sold for consumption 
on the premises only by regularly li- 
censed eating places that serve it “at 
tables.” Efforts of a republican sena- 
tor, Walter Franklin (Bradley) to 
ban “free lunches” failed. 

Licenses are to be issued by local 
governing authorities in each com- 
munity and they will prescribe regula- 
tions for the saie of beer. 


S. C. SENATORS VOTE 
INITIAL BEER APPROVAL 

COLUMBIA, 8. C., April 12.—(A) 
The South Carolina senate today 
moved with machine-like precision to 
within a step of legalizing beer. 

In a special afternoon session the 
senate voted approval of a measure 
allowing unrestricted sale of 3.2 per 
cent beer and wines, 24-10, but held 
up formal passage of the bill to con- 
sider amendments.

and file a report. No definite time 
was made for filing a report despite 
the fact the grand jury in sending the 
presentments to the board demanded 
that an answer be forthcoming today. 

The proposed salary reductions, set 
out in detail by the presentments, were 
not read at the meeting. 

At the conclusion of the reading by 
the clerk, Chairman George F. Lon- 
gino said to the board: “Gentlemen, 
you have heard the presentments.

Judge John D. Humphries, senior 
member of the Atlanta bench, Wed- 
nesday scored the grand jury for its 
presentments and said that the judges 
do not intend to answer a letter from 
the grand jury asking them to take 
voluntary salary cuts. 

The action of the grand jury was 
“unreasonable and inconsiderate,” 
Judge Humphries said. “The grand 
jury is an agency of the court and 
works under the court. It does not 
operate individually and the judges do 
not enter into correspondence with the 
grand jury. The grand jury has no 
authority to give suggestions to the 
judges. 

“The judges have voluntarily taken 
a 42 per cent cut in the salaries paid 
by the county, and the request from 
the grand jury to cut 75 per cent of 
what remains is inconsiderate and un- 
reasonable.” The jury recominended 
that the judges receive $1,000 a year 
from the county instead of $4,000 now 
received, as salary to supplement the 
state salaries of $5,000 a year.
